8,200,000 in District. 


Washington, D. c.. June 4.—The 


of the United States, as recorded in 
the 1920 census, will be announced 
tomorrow night by the census bureau, 
The population of Boston, which in 
1910 was the fifth largest city of the 
country, will be given at the same 
time. 

Indications are that when the New 
York City census is announced it will 
show a total population larger than 
the last available figures for London. 
The race for largest city in the workd, 
however, will be undecided until Lon- 
don's 6fficial census of 1921 is an- 
nounced. 

_ Estimate 6,100,000 in City. 

While no official intimation has been 
given as to the growth of New York 
during the last ten years, as will be 
shown by the enumeration made in 
January, estimates of the city proper 
Place the total population at about 
6,100,000, and for the metropolitan dis- 
trict of New York, consisting of the 
city proper and the territory ten miles 
from its boundaries, at about 8,200,000. 

Statistics for the city proper will be 
the first given out; the figures for the 
metropolitan district will not be availa- 
bie until some time later. — 

6,276,753 in Greater London. 

London's population, according to 
the latest available statistics, which 
are estimates for 1917, give the popu- 
lation for Registration London, the 
London for census purposes, as 4,026,- 
901, and for Greater London, compris- 
ing the city and metropolitan police 
districts and covering a radius of 
fifteen miles from Charing Cross, as 
6,276,753.

THE PROFITEERING PLANK. 
“The Inquiring Reporter,” asking five persons 
picked at random what the Republican platform 
plank on profiteering should be, received instant 


and unanimous response that it should be some- 


thing which would check the profiteers and save the 
consumeragfrom the high cost of living. If he had 
been able to ask five thousand or five million per- 
sons probably the reply would have been equally 
prompt, unanimous, and general. 

There is little doubt that the high cost of living 
is at present the most engrossing subject in the 
minds of the American people. There is no doubt 
that profiteering is generally considered its chief 
cause. There is no doubt that a party which could 
prepare a plank which would give positive assur- 
ance of reducing the cost of living. without disrupt: 
ing the entire social and economic, scheme would 
walk to victory on that plank. But the prepara- 
tien of such a plank is not a simple matter. We 
can denounce the profiteers, as they deserve to be 
denounced; we can put one in jail occasionally per- 
baps; we can legislate and prosecute and perse- 
eute; but we cannot concoct a patent cure-all in 
a few hundred words. If it could be déne the pub- 
lic may rest assured that the party which wishes 
to win the election would do it. 

Any promise that the high cost of living situa- 
tion can thus be relieved and cured is a false prom- 
is¢, and no intelligent person will be deceived 


thereby. 


the finished clothing in wholesale lots? 


We are told, for instance, that middlemen are a 
waste, adding millions to the cost of necessities 
which should come direct from producer to con- 
sumer. In support of that contention a case is 
cited where a certain commodity passed through 
twenty hands, of which each took a profit and 
added*“to the price before it reached the consumer. 
We are told how the excess profits t&, pyramided 
by these middlemen, adds to final cost. Undoubt- 
edly that is true. 

Let us assume that the middleman is eliminated. 
It would then be necessary for the producer to sell 
direct to the consumer. But who is the producer? 
Is the farmer the producer? Would he have to 
slaughter his own hogs, cure his own bacon, and 
peddle it through the streets of*the city?, Could he 
do this as cheaply as the packing companies with 
their modern equipment and efficiency ? ; Or is the 
packer the producer? And must he own his rétail 
stores and provide supplies to no others? 

Who is the producer of clothing—the man who 
grows the wool, the one who makes it into cloth, 
the one who tailors the cloth, or the one who sells 
The qués- 
tions may sound absurd, but they must be an- 


‘swered before the profiteering middleman can be 


eliminated. | 

If they can be answered.and the status of the 
producer fixed, is it not evident that such action 
will produce the very thing to which the demo- 
cratic idéals of the United States are most opposed 
—distinct social classeg? Will not then the. pro- 
ducers control all necessities and luxuries of life? 
Or are the producers of luxuries to be distinguished 
from producers of necessities and restricted by 
special legislation? If so, what power is to decide 
what things are luxuries and what. necessities? 
Who will say whether a porcelain bath tub is a 
luxury or a necessity? Who will say whether we 
are to have soft rugs .or bare floors or matting? 

All these things come into the question of prof- 
iteering and high cost of living when the question 


is analyzed as it must be analyzed in order to 


find a remedy. 

‘The packers, for instance, may be deprived of 
the right to a monopoly on soda fountain supplies, 
although they naturally send salesmen to soda 
fountains to. sell beef extracts and might eliminate 
duplication of salesmen who sell sirups. Similar 
iNstrations will apply to innumerable businesses. 


_ If they are allowed to develop a monopoly, it is 


argued, they can raise prices. If they are re- 
stricted, the extra salésmen mean waste, and 
higher prices. 

The problem is too involved, as modern civiliza- 
tlon is too involved, to be solved by any political 
laW or any party pronouncement. .We can take 
a high moral stand that profiteering is wrong, 
and we can make specific laws which may or may 
not right specific cases. Beyond that we must 
rely upon the-natural laws of self preservation 
and the economic law of supply and demand. 


ARE BOY SCOUTS TOO GOOD? 

One of the big things in boy life and one of the 
big preparations fer adult life is clean athletic com- 
vetition. It takes the boy where he is most inter- 
ested ané it can lead him to the most good. It is 
uis Most natural line of organization and effort. 

‘The boy scout movement enceavors to fix an 
idea of community service and discipline. It fixes 
a standard of conduct, teaches copa@f@eration and 
promotes a scheme of values Which might be 
passed over lightly in youth an@ not, therefore, 
zet complete development in maturity. 

We confess to a slight filmching when a scheme 
of boy development includes anything so self-con- 
sciously meritorious as a report‘upon acts of merit 
vertormed for others. A smug Sir Philip Sidney 


‘wight have been disconcerting.as Philip. We 


do not believe that a boy cdn develop a high con- 
-jousness of his goodness and not have something 
overcome Yater in life 

‘she management of the Boy Scout movement has 
had success and that is évidence of the correctness 
of the principles applied to the,training of the boy, 
but it might be suggested that the scheme which 
is teaching consideration for nesting birds and for 
elderly people, teaching a ¢hivalric regard for 
weakness and need, might strengthen itself against 
any tendency towards the ultra good if it made use 
of the natural boy liking for competition. 
if the boy scouts get too good they will fail to 


] reach their best material. The best material is 
found in the boys who want to play baseball and 
football and compete in track games. In properly 
conducted athletic games they will find plenty of 
discipline. The boy who plays on a second team 


of his school. that the first team may win without 
getting him personally anything but the bruises, 
has given a real exhtbition of boy pluck and self- 
sacrifice. 

If the boy scouts were put in team competition 
with each other the country over they would have 
a scheme which would correct any tendency towards 
goodness without robustness and which would at- 
tract all the boys. They need not be treated rough 
or made rough, but we should like to see a highly 
organized athletic competition begun, just as we 
should like to see a regularly systematized inter- 
section high school baseball competition. instituted. 
. Fer boy development athletics cannot be beaten. 
They have their hold on the boy interest to begin 


| with and they contain all the possibilities of dis- 


cipline and training.

It has been suggested that Lenin _Trotzky 
are printing millions upon millions of ‘rubles in 
Russia with the purpose of depreciating the cur- 
rency to‘:such an extent that the people under 
soviet rule will learn eventually that money in 
itself is worthless.

Even though there be 
no deliberate purpose. behind the lessened pur- 
chasing power of the ruble in Russia, the mark in 
Germany, the franc in France, the pound sterling 
in England, and the dollar in America, the reduction

It is forcing a realization that money is less and 
less valuable in itself. We have more and more 
difficulty in purchasing the things we want, re 
gardless of the amount of money available. The 
present sugar situation furnishes an illustration 
, of that point. 

‘ The local slump in building ‘is driving home the 
same lesson. Shortage of building material has 
| reduced building operations to such an extent that 
contractors report constantly increasing numbers 
of men available for the work in hand. Overtime 
has fallen off. There are no longer two jobs for 
each workman. This situation, with its conse- 
quent reduced incomes, is tending to make each 
individual realize that his prosperity ig dependent 
upon the production of allied craftsmen. 

Still the world chases the rainbow of high wages, 
hoping to find a pot of gold at its end. Having 
found the pot of gold it will also find that it has 
grown hungry in the hunt. Unable to eat the 
\gold, it will glady exchange it for a pot of porridge. 
But before that can be done, some one miust pro- 
duce the porridge.

ROAD TO DEGENERACY. 
H. writes: “ Your article con- 
cerning the survey of defectives 
in a Minnesota district seems 

@ to me very instructive. Prob- 
ably there is no such place which has 
not some defectives, at least some of the 
commoner kinds, but mixed in with a4 
large majority of norm: s they are con- 
cealed from practically all observers. We 
have to observe a. particularly bad dis- 
trict in order to get the full force of 
the situation—to understand degeneracy. 
When that bad district is a city slum 
we have largely erred in thinking that 
the bad surroundings account for the 
warped and twisted humans. But in 
a country district there is little excuse 
for this deception. 

“TY think it should be held that the 
defectives were crowded into the moun- 
tains or sought them to escape the pres- 
sure of civilization. If they were nor- 
mals and were forced into the hills they 
would build roads, however difficult, and 


| would keep in touch with the world, have 


a commerce, schools, etc. 

“Tt seems a fair assumption that (a) 
when these eastern families moved to 
Minnesota they either settled in a place 
of average worth which became later a 
valley of little productivity because of 
their worthlessness, or (b) they deliber- 
ately settled in 4 poor country because 
they lacked the sense or the ambition to 
pick out good land. 

“In other words, it is, for the greater 
part, the defective who makes the slum 


rand when a normal is born in the slum 


he escapes. 


“T have been much impressed of late 
with the idea that under harsher condi- 
tiong of life the mortality rate of the 
subnormal] was high enough to prevent a 
large proportion from living to the age 
of reproduction. But more and more in 
modern decades society has bent its en- 
ergies to preserving every flicker of 
human life regardless of its source. En- 
vironment has been put to the front as 
everything. 

“Two dogmas are accepted: that the 
merest flicker of human lifé, regardless 
of everything, is more precious than any- 
thing else, and that, except in the case 
of Miots and imbeciles, every person is 
capable of unlimited development and 
advancement. The good of the race is 
lost sight of entirely in this alignment 
of dogma. Nearly all of our civilization 
is merely making life easier to live. In 
so far as it is that it is distinctly deca- 
dent. It leads downward inevitably. A 
few more generations, perhaps only a 
few more decades, and the percentage of 
irresponsible will become too great to per- 
mit of stabilizing a society which grants 
so much individual freedom, which de- 
pends so much on personal character and 
discipline, which creates such an involved 
mode of living that a little halting in 
the machinery imperils all. 

“If for three generations more we 
make life fatter and easier at the rate 
of present progress and permit the ready 
increase of the unfit while all responsible

‘A FEW POINTS ABOUT OREGON 
LANDS. 


The best lands open now to the ex- 
service men are those known as the Ore- 
gon and California railroad grant lands. 
These lands lie in a strip twenty to 
thirty miles wide, on either side of the 


| Southern ‘Pacific ra’troad, and extend 


from Portland to California. Most of 
the Jand which is left is in Douglas and 
Lane counties, Oregon. The area of 


land restored to entry is approximately 
360,000 acres. 
Nature of the Land. 

Nearly all of the land is hilly, suitable 
principally for grazing. Small tracts 
may be found, however, which will be 
found good fér general farming and 
fruit raising. There are no open prairie 
lands, as they are chiefly timber or brush 
land. 


Priority Rights for Ex-Service Men. 

Persons qualified under the homestead 
law, who performed military or naval 
service during the war with Germany 
and who were honorably separated from 
the service through discharge or release 
into the reserve, are given a preference 
right of sixty days in which to make 
homestead entry. The period of such 
preference right on the Oregon lands 
began May 10, and ends July 8, 1920. 
The persons entitled to such preference 
right by service in the late war include 
officers and enlisted men of the army, 
navy or marine corps, nifrses and all 
other persons, male or female, who were 
regularly enrolled in the military or naval 
forces of the United States during the 
war. The length of time spent in the 
service, not exceeding two years, is cred- 
ited on the three year period of residence 
on the land required under the home- 
stead law. <A person who spent less 
than three months in the service is not 
granted .sixty day priority rights for 
filing. 

The usual time of residence required 
to secure a patent on the land is three 
years. A furlough of five months each 
year, in not more than two periods, will 
be granted if desired and applied for, 


Applications for Filing. 
Applications must be made in person 
before a proper officer of the land dis- 
trict and can only be made after a per- 


agent. 

To facilitate the handling of applica- 
tions and to provide equal opportunity 
as far as possible, the lands coming 
under the opening have been grouped 
into units of approximately 160, 120, 80 
and 40 acres respectively. Persons 


States service must observe such units 
in filing and each applicant must confine 
his filing to a particular unit. He may 
not file on any part of a unit.

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 

Washington, D. C., June 4—The fed- 
eral board for vocational education was 
charged in a formal report today by the 
house education committee with “inex- 
cusable delays’ in the rehabilitation of 
soldigrs. The report, however, noted “a 
gradual improvement in the work” and 
commended the increasing efficiency. 

Establishment of state offices to speed 
up the placing of the veterans in train- 
ing was recommended by the committee, 
which also urged congress to appropriate 
$200,000 to be added to a similar fund 
by the Order of Elks for loans to dis- 
abled soldiers while in training. The 


' committee also recommended that the vo- 


cational board be made a bureau of the 
treasury department.

This in spite of 
the fact that a 56 cent fare is not what 
the people.want so much as better trans- 
portation and more seats. They are will- 
ing to pay a higher fare if the service 
is bettered. There is not a car rider in 
Chicago who has not had a substantial 
{increase in wages. If the increase in 
other things had been as slight as the 
increase in car fares (20 per cent), we 
would now have much less discontent. 
Some one should serve an injunction on 
the city misadministration and not per- 
mit it to squander any more of the peo- 
ple’s money in the courts fighting sham 
battles. And who is to pay for this con- 
stant litigation? Who pays the twelve 
city traction attorneys, who draw from 
$50 to $150 per day? The city hall crowd 
says it is sticking to the people. It is! 
And who wouldn’t stick at $150 per day?

Westbrook Lays Crime 


to Police “‘Fixers.’’ 


If future juries in criminal cases are 
made up of the sort of men who have 
been hearing cases during the last 
thirty days, the number of murders in 
Chicago will drop from four a week to 
six a year, First Deputy Chief of Police 
John Alcock told the Chicago crime 
commission at a meeting last night in 
the Union League club. 

Graft and crooked politics were held 
responsible for the unusual volume of 
crime here by Police Capt. Wesley 
Westbrook, another speaker. 
~ “The. Chicago Crime commission 
could do much to clean the city of 
crime if it succeeded in helping the 
state get the citizens to do their duty,” 
Alcock gaid. “The records of convic- 
tions, especially in recent murder 
cases, show what good juries can do, 
If we kept on getting that kind of 
juries the number of murders, which 
are now about four a week, would drop 
to about six a year.” 

“Individuals in public and private 
life who are ‘fixing’ things for law 
violators are responsible for the numer- 


brook. “The process of fixing cases 
has grown until murderers are now at- 
tempting to get off by that process. I 
think if the commission were to give 
attention to the viciousness of the 
courts and were to stop the grafting of 
some police officers crime would be 
greatly reduced.” 
A plea that igtelligent business men 
sacrifice their time to jury duty was 
made by Assistant State’s Attorney 
James C. O’Brien. : 

“Weak kneed jurors are discouragz- 
ing,” Mr. O’Brien said. “The averags 
busy man does not want to scrve. 
When a venire is called we pick out a 
number of men we think would make 
good jurors. But when the judge an- 
nounces he will hear excuses, cvery 
good man begs off. 

“Only the stupid fellows are left. 
That is the kind we usually have to 
submit our cases to.” 

Si Mayer, secretary of the police de- 
partment, told of efforts he is making 
to induce Northwestern university to 
institute a’ course in criminology.
